Dear  Young  Friends— I  continue  to 
speak  to  you  as  "  young  friends,"  though 
bearing  in  mind  that  not  all  of  you  are 
still  in  the  years  of  mere  childhood.  Yet 
it  is  true  of  you  all,  that,  since  your  par- 
ents could  say,  as,  no  doubt,  they  did 
gladly  say,  "  Unto  us  a  child  is  born," 
more  years  passed  away,  than  the  years 
that  have  passed  since  they  could  say, 
"Our  child  is  born  again." 

To  be  borne  again,  is,  for  a  human 
being,  to  enter  upon  a  life  of  endless 
existence;  to  be  "born  again,"  is  for 
that  being  to  have  entered  upon  a  life  of 
endless  bliss.  In  your  natural  birth  there 
,was  fulfilled  in  your  experience  the  words 
of  our  Redeemer  to  Nicodemus,  "That 
which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh;"  while 
by  the  second  or  new  birth  you  have  the 
more  wonderful  words  fulfilled,  "That 
which  is  born  of  the  spirit  is  spirit." 

Nicodemus  was  a  ruler  of  the  Jews, 
and  a  Pharisee,  sincerely  zealous  for  the 
Law  of  Moses,  yet  withall,  a  friend  of 
Jesus.  Yet  he  could  not  understand 
this  teaching  of  the  Saviour,  arid  he 
asked  in  amazement  at  the  whole  idea  of 
the  new  birth,  "  How  can  these  things 
be?"  And  there  are  many,  both  in 
and  out  of  the  Church,  who  are  no  less 
in  darkness  here.  Even  religious  teachers 
are  asking  often,  and  not  in  the  spirit  of 
inquiry  but  of  doubt,  like  Nicodemus, 
"How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is 
old  " — "  be  born  a  second  time  ?"  But 
whosoever,  either  in  ignorance  or  scorn, 
may  stumble  at  it,  Jesus  teaches  the  doc- 


trine, and  he  answers  these  objections  by 
simply  telling  them,  in  substance  though, 
it  is  a  mystery  to  you,  yet  so  is  the  wind 
a  mystery.  But,  "  Verily,  verily  I  say 
unto  you,  except  a  man  be  born  again 
he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God."  He 
cannot  see  it  any  more  than  he  can  see 
the  wind. 

But,  ye  who  are  presented  on  the 
church  record,  as  "Spiritual  children  of 
Grace  Church,"  have  been  taught  the 
doctrine  from  the  pages  of  God's  word, 
and  the  teachings  of  your  Catechism, 
illustrating  and  expounding  the  inspired 
word.  Though  in  your  Catechism 
formally  announced,  under  the  caption, 
"  New  Birth,  or  Regeneration,"  it  is  pre- 
sented as  that  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  by 
which  we  are  "  convinced  of  sin,  of 
righteousness,  and  of  judgment."  .  He 
takes  "of  the  things  that  are  Christ's, 
and  shows  them  unto  us,"  and  "by  His 
Holy  Spirit  he  assures  us  of  eternal  life," 
"For  the  spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with 
our  spirits  that  we  are  the  children  of  God," 
"  And  He  makes  us  sincerely  willing 
and  ready  to  live  unto  God."  And  Paul 
tells  us,  and  as  speaking  by  the  spirit, 
"  As  many  as  are  led  by  the  spirit  of 
God,  they  are  the  sons  of  God."  "  Born 
not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh, 
nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God." 
That  spirit  itself  witnessing  with  our 
spirits  that  we  are  the  children  of  God. 
Surely  this  is  making  them  childreli, 
"  Spiritual  Children."  And  you  are,  all 
of  you  of  whom  these  things  are  true, 
properly  recorded  among  the  members 
of  Grace  Church  as  "  Spiritual  Children," 
whether  young  or  old. 

But  to  these  "  dear  young  friends," 
to  whom  I  thus  write,  if  this  great  change 
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has  come  upon  you — a  change  both  of 
character  and  condition — and  making 
you  "  New  creatures  in  Christ  Jesus," 
then  with  holy  ones  of  old  you  can  take 
up  the  language  of  the  beautiful  Psalm, 
and  sing  with  holy  joy: 

When  God  revealed  His  gracious  name, 
And  changed  my  wonderful  state, 

The  rapture  seemed  a  pleasing  dream; 
The  grace  appeared  so  great. 

The  world  beheld  the  glorious  change, 

And  did  thy  hand  confess, 
My  tongue  broke  out  in  unknown  strains 

And  sung,  "  Surprising  grace! 

"  Great  is  the  work;"  my  neighbor  cried, 

And  owned  thy  power  divine: 
"Great  is  the  work,"  my  heart  replied; 

And  be  the  glory  thine. 

But,  1  cannot  banish  from  my  mind, 
as  I  now  write,  what  1  was  permitted  to 
see  and,  by  the  Christian  courtesy  of  your 
esteemed  pastor,  to  participate  in,  at  the 
services  of  Easter  Sunday  in  Grace  church. 

Speaking  only  in  "  words  of  truth  and 
soberness,"  I  can  say:  I  saw  before  me  a 
crowded  assembly,  and  the  marked  and 
serious  attention  of  all,  declared  the 
interest,  apparently,  of  each,  in  the  scene 
before  them.  Here,  I  saw  a  father  and 
mother,  with  their  sons  and  daughters, 
in  young  manhood  and  womanhood, 
standing  together  to  profess  their  faith 
in  Christ ;  and  to  "  join  themselves  to  the 
Lord  in  an  everlasting  covenant."  There 
I  saw  young  husbands  and  wives  receiv- 
ing baptism  and  confirmation,  thus  tak- 
ing their  place  among  the  disciples  of 
our  crucified  Saviour. 

And,  as  those  young  husbands,  and 
other  young  men  with  them,  kneeled 
down  in  that  public  assembly,  and,  upon 
their  knees  received  the  water  of 
baptism  and  the  hand  of  confirmation. 
I  felt  that  their  act,  and  attitude,  of 
humility  before  their  Lord  reflected 
upon  themselves  high  honor;  and  showed 
that  they  had  added  "  unto  their  faith 
virtue,"  even  the  virtue  of  noble  "  cour- 
age." And  when  those  wives  with  their 
husbands,  and  those  younger  women 
with  their  brothers,  and  all  with  marked 
seriousness,  and  even  with  tears,  made 
their  vows  unto  the  Lord  seemed  to  act, 
in  thus  taking  the  sacramental  cup  as  if 
hearing  the  Crucified  One  say  to  them, 
"  This  do  in  remembrance  of  me." 

And,  considering  the  whole  scene,  I 
was  ready  to  ask,  Have  these  parents, 
like  Noah  heard  the  voice  of  God  saying 
to  them,  "  Come  thou  and  all  thy  house 


into  the  ark."  And  when  they  had 
thus  in  grateful  obedience  entered  in  did 
we  not  hear  the  moving  of  that  closing 
door,  as  "The  Lord  shut  them  in?"  And 
as  "the  Lord  remembered  Noah,  and 
every  living  thing  that  was  with  him  in 
the  Ark,"  will  he  so  remember  all  these 
that  have  come  today  unto  "  Mount 
Zion,"  and  unto  the  city  of  the  "  living 
God,"  the  "  Heavenly  Jerusalem "  and 
to  the  General  Assembly  and  Church  of 
the  First  Born.  That  "Ark"  which 
Christ  himself  did  build,  by  the  toils  of 
his  whole  life  on  earth.  And  as  it  was 
almost  completed,  and  his  work  almost 
done,  one  night  spent  the  whole  of  it 
alone  in  the  mountain,  at  his  work. 
And,  another  night  he  toiled,  says  one, 
"  in  the  same  work,  until  his  sweat  be- 
came great  drops  of  blood,  falling  down 
to  the  ground."  As  the  last  nails  were 
driven  into  it,  they  were  driven  by 
enemies  of  both  God  and  his  Christ,  and 
were  driven  through  his  own  hands  and 
feet.  And  soon,  with  a  loud  voice — a 
voice  that  was  heard  on  earth  and 
reached  up  to  Heaven  and  echoed  even 
to  the  dark  world  through  all  the  king- 
dom of  Satan.  It  was  the  cry  "it  is 
finished."  But  with  that  cry  he  bowed 
his  head  and  gave  up  the  Ghost.  Soon 
after  he,  in  the  sight  of  his  wondering, 
sorrowing,  but  faithful  disciples  went  up 
to  Heaven.  But  one  has  said  and  thous- 
ands of  thousands  will  continue  to  say 
"  Amen!  but  blessed  be  God.  He  left 
his  Ark  open." 

Into  this  Ark  did  not  all  these  fathers 
and  mothers,  brothers  and  sisters,  with 
whom  you  rejoiced  on  Easter  Sunday, 
enter  ?  If,  as  we  all  trust  and  hope,  they 
are  "  Spiritual  Children "  indeed,  then 
they  did  enter  in  and  if  so,  "  God  has 
shut  them  in."  And  God  will  remember 
them,  till  he  calls  them  out  under  "  the 
new  Heavens  and  into  the  new  Earth."

THE   SYNODS  OPENING. 

The  death  of  Dr.  Bomberger,  President 
of  the  last  General  Synod,  left  it  in  the 
hands  of  the  Vice-President  to  open  the 
Synod.  Rev.  Dr.  J.  S.-KiefYer  conducted 
the  opening  services  and  Rev.  Dr.  Ru- 
tenick,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  preached  the 
sermon.  The  Roll  Call  snowed  a  large 
attendance  of  delegates.  Rev.  Dr.  Thos. 
G.  Apple,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  was  chosen 
President.  Under  his  guidance  the  Synod 
moved  along  orderly  in  its  work.  Revs. 
Dr.  Sechler,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Marcus 
Bachman,  of  Baltimore,  were  chosen 
Vice-Presidents.  Rev.  T.  F.  HofTmeir, 
Cor.  Sec.  Rev.  Dr.  Reiter,  who  was 
elected  Stated  Clerk  when  the  General 
Synod  was  organized,  continues  to  fill  the 
position. 

THE   CHAIR 

Which  the  President  occupied  bore  on 
the  top  cross-piece,  in  gilt  letters,  the 
date,  1740.  The  chair  was  a  large  sub- 
stantial arm-chair,  painted  in  black,  with 
gilt  decorations.  Originally  it  was  made 
for  and  used  by  Rev.  Michael  Schlatter, 
the  pioneer  Missionary  and  organizer  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.  It  is 
now  owned  by  Hon.  R.  F.  Kelker,  of 
Harrisburg,  Pa.,  himself  an  old  land- 
mark of  the  Church.  This  old  relic  is 
highly  prized  by  the  owner,  and  the 
Synod  very  much  appreciated  the  kind- 
ness of  Elder  Kelker  in  granting  the  use  of 
the  chair  during  the  session  of  the  Synod. 
HOME  MISSIONS. 

Number  of  missions,  136;  congrega- 
tions in  the  missions,  I83;  communicant 
members,  12,841;  Sunday  schools,  157: 
scholars,  teachers  and  officers,  15,749; 
amount  raised  by  the  missions  for  benev- 
olence, $27,116;  amount  raised  by  the 
missions  for  congregational  use,  $233 ,946, 
amount  received  by  the  board  from  the 
Church  at  large  for  home  missions,  $124,- 
92 1;  amount  received  by  the  board  for 
church  building,  $24,872.  The  Ohio 
Synod  has  12  missions;  Pittsburg,  10; 
Synod  of  the  Interior,  23;  Potomac,  20, 
and  Eastern,  20.  $40,000  have  been 
expended  during  the  year.  Three  legacies 
have  been  received  for  this  work,  which 
are  added  to  those  already  received.

WORLD'S  FAIR. 

Sunday  closing  resolutions  adopted  by 
Synod: 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
church  in  the  United  States,  now  assembled  in 
Reading,  deeply  regrets  to  learn  that  the  authori- 
ties of  Columbian  exposition,  at  Chicago,  have  de- 
termined to  open  the  gates  of  the  World's  fair  on 
the  Lord's  day. 

Resolved,  That  we  protest  against  this  action 
as  a  violation  of  the  Christian  sentiment  of  the 
American  people,  and  of  the  Congressional  legis- 
lation, granting  financial  aid  providing  the  expo- 
sition was  kept  closed  on  Sunday. 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  approve  the  action 
of  the  U.  S,  government  in  its  efforts  to  prevent 
by  legal  measures  this  violation  of  the  law  of  God 
and  the  law  of  the  land. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
sent  to  the  attorney  general  of  the  U.  S. 

NO  CHANGE    IN   THE    WORDING    OF    THE 
REFORMED  CREED. 

The  decision  of  synod  that  there  shall 
be  no  change  in  the  wording  of  the 
creed  of  the  denomination  has  created 
considerable  interest  among  members 
and  ministers  of  the  Reformed  faith. 
Rev.  C.  Borchers  read  a  letter  proposing 
that  the  phrase  in  the  creed,  "  I  believe  in 
the  Holy  Catholic  church,"  be  changed 
to  "I  believe  in  the  Holy  Universal 
Christian  church."  Some  one  moved 
that  it  be  laid  on  the  table,  while  another 
moved  that  the  change  should  not  be 
made.  Synod  finally  decided  that  "  it 
was  inexpedient  to  make  any  change  in 
the  creed."
